Regarding the fans, Sergeant

GERMAN ECONOMICS 


WAYS AND MEANS ‘TOWARD

(By Dr. Hans Luther, Prealdent of

‘VARIED CAREER. 


-§S. INKULA PURCHASED BY 
ITALIAN COMPANY. 


The steamer Inkula, belonging to 
Welsfords, of Liverpool, hag been 
rold to Italiana for roughly £7,000, 
and another chapter of a particu- 
larly interest‘ng «career com- 
mences. . 

She was Inid down by the Mug- 
Giamo yard at Spezia on specula- 
tion in 1904, and launched as the 
Pallanza, a’ single-screw ship of 
5,197 tons, with a speed of 12 knots 
and dead-weight capacity of 8,640, 
| They were not long in finding a 
purchaser, for before she had been 
completed many weekp she was 
bought by Messrs, Furness, Withy 
and Co, who immediately after- 
wards sold her to Messrs. J. H. 
Welsford and Co., of Liverpool. 
who renamed her Inkula. 

She was employed, principally on 
the~Gul {—-trade;-as—were—most-—of 
Welford’s ships, but in the spring 
of 1918 they came to an important 
arrangement with the Hamburg- 
American Line, by which six units 
of-thoir . fleet, -Including-the -Inkula, 
weye transferred to a new concern 
known as the Gulf'Transport Com- 
pany, with Welsfords as managers, 
to run in conjunction with the 
Hamburg-American—betweenthe 
Gulf and Hamburg. ‘ 

It was an unfortunate’ agreement 
in many ways, for the Inkula ar- 
rived at the Elbe shortly’ before 
War broke out, and was detained 
by the Germans, together with Her 
sister, the Indfanola. The.Inkula 
was used as a depot ship for mine- 


| eweepergs in the Baltic, while the 


Indianola was a seaplane carrier, 
and both femained In German 
hands until the beginging’ of 1919; 
when they ‘were roturned to the 
Tyne, together.with as many of the 
seized ships ag would float, 

On her way acroga she ‘stranded 
in the Elbe, and sustained aertain 
damage, but that was soon remedi- 
ed; and for a-time she was 
chartered to the. Cunard Line for 
their cargo service between Lon- 
don and Boston. Later she was laid 
up at Newport, saw a few months’ 
service, and then went into retire- 
ment at Falmouth for another 
spell, ‘Lately she has been omploy- 
ed tramping, her iast passage being 
between Bunbury and Milazzo, and 


under the Itallan flag she ought to}.

An important subject raised at 
the monthly council meeting of the 
Liverpoo] Chamber of Commerce in 
mail week was the disposal of old 
ships, when the suggestion was 
made that it would pny the Govern- 
ment to provide a fund to enable 
shipowners to dispose of their 
ships’ for breaking-up purposes, 
rather than sell them to foreigners 
to compete with the British in the 
freight markets of the world. 

The question was introduced by 
Mr. R, V, Edwards, chairman of the 
Transport Committee of the Cham- 
her, who referred to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. George A. Mitchell, a 


past president of the Association of 


British Chambers, of Commerce, a3 
chairman of a committee to report 
upon the disposal of ships without 
Covernment assistance. This was 
a subject that he (Mt. Edwards). 
had had at heart for some consider- 
able time, and he felt very strongly 
that it would pay the Government 
to provide a fund to enable ship- 
owners to ‘dispose of their ships 
for breaking-up purposes rather 
than sell them to foreigners to com- 
pete with the United Kingdom in 
the freight markets of the world.

US. SCHEME ACROSS THE 
"ATLANTIC. 


DEFINITE STEP. __ 


Washington, Saturday, 

A definite. step toward the 
inauguration of a trans-Atlantic 
air mail service was taken to-day 
by ‘the Post Office Department. 
Bids will be opened at noon on 
December 29 at the office of Mr. 
W. 1. Glover, Assistant P.M.G., 
for an air mail route from New 
York, through Norfolk (Virginia) 
or Charleston (South Carolina), 
Hamilton (Bermuda) and the 
Azores or some other practicable 
route, to Europe, to be designated 
by the Postmaster General. The 
return flight is to be made over 
the same route. , 

The contract is for 10 years be- 
ginning on June 1, 1931. As it ia 
contemplated that the service will 
be once each way weekly, with 
the P.M.G. reserving the right to 
increase the frequency, the con- 
tract will not require a mail car- 
rier ‘to fly east of Bermuda until 
after fuly 1, 1932,. or later, if the 
P.M.G. thinks necessary. -. . 

The Postal authorities. may re- 
quire the flying equipment used 
to be made in the United States 
and the pilots to be Americans.

$2 a mile.for a specified load of
